Under the present laws of the State, 
companies have been organized and have 
continued business on a merely nominal cap- 
ital, composed only of stock notes, on which 
nothing had been paid, and which offered 
no solid security whatever to policy-hold- 
ers. And what is still more singular, the 
stock notes which were relied upon by the 
confiding policy-holders to secure them in 
the event of loss, instead of effecting that 
security, were used by those who gave 
them as a souree of revenue to themselves. 
They were given ostensibly to pay the 
policy-holders in the event of loss, but the 
assured were compelled to pay the 
makers of the stock notes interest on 
their own indebtedness. And in one case, 
where the bubble finally burst, the stock 
notes had disappeared, and the other as- 
‘sets derived from the policy-holders had 
been expended chiefly in paying inter- 
est on these worthless paper promises! 
Such institutions furnish the evidence of 
what otherwise would be incomprehensi- 
ble—that there are some persons who real- 
ly have the wit to live on the interest of their 
own debts! The history of some of these 
so-called “home” institutions in Kentucky 
has demonstrated that such a thing is 
practicable, and the thanks of the public 
are due to the committee of the Legislature 
for bringing to light the corruptions which 
have marked the career of some of these 
corporations.

THE STATE CAPITAL. 


We have had such remarkably fine weather 
for several weeks past that old Boreas, in his 
tricks of this morning was peculiarly 
able and uncomfortable.

THE SPEAKERS OF THE TWO HOUSES. 
In this connection it affords your correspond- 
ent pleasure to testify to the faithful dis- 
charge of duty by the two gentlemen selected 
to preside over the deliberations of the two 
houses of the General Assembly.

A COINCIDENCE. 

A statute of Kentucky requires that the 
officers of election shall be equally taken from 
the different political parties. Animated by 
a spirit of proscriptiveness aad intoler- 
ance peculiar to the ume, the General Assem- 
bly of 1662 enacted that rebels“ and sym- 
pathizers with rebels“ should not be consid- 
ered as constituting any political party. This 
was of course intended as a hit at the Democ- 
racy, who, although their devotion to consti- 
tutional government and liberty has been 
uniformly consistent, have been constantly 
twitted by Radical revolutionists and traitors 
with being “rebels” and rebel sympathiz- 
ers.

The act in question ex- 
empted guardians from all liability in case of 
loss being sustained through such investment, 
and the bill reported proposed to place such 
investments on the same footing with invest- 
ments in State securities or any other kind. 
Mr. Reed eloquently portrayed the insecurity 
of Government bonds consequent upon the 
recklessness and extravagance of the party in 
power, and insisted that it was due to minors 
that the protection under the law, as it for- 
meriy existed, should be restored to them.
